HE possibility that a large number of regulars and _ state 

T troops will be sent into Mexico has led to many inquiries 

regarding the climate of that country. The impression 

seems to be widely prevalent that the Mexican climate is 
unhealthful. In reality, this is far from being the case. The cli- 
mate throughout the greater part of Mexico is all that could be 
desired, but the fact that it is radically different from what the 
American troops have been used to would necessitate their taking 
great care of themselves during their stay. 

The geographical position of Mexico gives it a great diversity 
of climate. The heat of the torrid zone is experienced on the seé 
coast and the low marshy tracts bordering on the Gulf of Mexico, 
and in the valleys shut in by mountains 3,000 feet above sea level. 
In some of these areas the thermometer seldom drops below 100 
degrees in the summer months. The night breezes, however, 
bring compensation for the heat of the day, and the rains, which 
begin usually in June and last until November, are so abundant 
and fall so regularly that they refresh the atmosphere and are 
the main reliance of the agriculturist. So decided is the effect 
of the rains on the atmosphere that the,seasons are divided into 
two only, viz.: the rainy and the dry season. 

The differences in climate, dependent-upon the degrees of 
altitude, are so great in Mexico that the vegetable products of 
the country embrace all that can be found between the equator 
and the Polar circle. 

The temperate zone lies between 3,000 and 5,000 feet above the 
sea level. Here the mean temperature is from 62 to 70 degrees, the 
variation during the season being not more than four or five de- 
grees. This may be called the region of eternal spring. Semi- 
tropical productions have their homes here, mingled with the 
products of both the tropical and the cold regions. In this privi- 
leged region both extremes of heat and cold are unknown. There 
are farms here where wheat and sugar cane grow on the same 
parcel of ground. 

Between 7,000 feet above the level of the sea and greater 
heights lies the cold region. Here the rainfall is only one-fifth the 
fall in the temperate zone. The changes of temperature are but 
small from one end of the year to the other, although the diurnal 
changes between sunrise and sunset are often considerable. 

In recent years the climatic conditions of Mexico have under- 
gone great changes on account of the destruction of the forests. 
Rains were formerly very abundant and the atmosphere very moist, 
the country being covered with thick forests, but with the diffi- 
culty of transporting the coal of the country, the population has 
had to depend entirely for their supply of fuel upon charcoal, thus 
denuding the mountains and changing very materially the climatic

WO years ago the voters of Arizona employed the initiative 
T to establish mothers’ pension laws. There never was a 

humanitarian step of that sort but the reactionaries set 

up obstructive opposition. In Arizona, therefore, as else- 
where, the ‘‘unconstitutionality’’ of the law was alleged. Observers 
of social and political conditions have noted that whereas laws 
have multiplied almost without number in assertion of society’s 
claim upon the individual, whenever the claim of the individual 
upon society is sought to be established it becomes ‘‘uneconstitu- 
tional.’’ Happily for the people, the courts have caught something 
of the spirit of the age and are interpreting constitutions and 
statutes in terms of human welfare. The rights of men and women 
are seen to possess a sanctity at least as great as any that can 
attach to property. 

The supreme court of Arizona has upheld the constitutionality 
of the humanitarian and benevolent system established by the 
people. It can well be questioned whether, since constitutions are 
adopted by popular vote and derive all their authority from the 
people, the enactment of a statute by means of the initiative should 
not liberally be construed to be amendatory or interpretative of 
the constitution should its provisions seemingly be in conflict. 
When irreconcilable derive their authority from the same power, 
the most recent exercise of that power should govern. 

Fortunately, the supreme court found nothing in the scheme 
establishing mothers’ pensions antagonistic to the Arizona consti- 
tution. 

There are now 28 states that have either general or limited 
laws commonly known as ‘‘widowed mothers’ pension laws.’’ We 
rejoice that all of our Pacific coast states are included among the 
number.—Los Angeles Express.

THE PRICE OF PAPER 

The cost of printing paper has 
risen so high as to drive many 
newspapers out of business and im- 
pose a grevious burden on all the 
rest. It used to be an axiom in the 
newspaper world that the readers’ 
pennies just about paid for the 
white paper used, Today the price 
at which most newspapers are sold 
doesn’t come anywhere near paying 
for the paper in them. The cost of 
paper has nearly doubled. Many 
papers which made a fair profit a 
year or two ago are now published 
at a loss, for this reason alone. 
Publishers have discussed a general 
increase of one cent in the retail 
price, but few papers have cared to 
adopt this method of recouping their 
losses. 

Whether the rise in the price of 
printing paper is legitimate is open 
to serious question. At the annual 
meeting of the National Editorial 
Association, representing news:

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“DOINGS AT CAMP WILKIE” 


(By Charles Brokaw of Colton) 
Dear Sir As you have printed 
announcements concerning our an 
nual Y. M. C. A. camp, I though 
you might like to know something 
about the camp in actual operatio 
The camp is a joint one held every 
year by the county Y. M. C. A.’s of 
Orange and San Sernardino coun 
ties at White’s Landing, Catalina 
Island.

sesides these sports there is a 
camp merit system on a point basis 
with educational, athletic and_ relig 
ious features. For a certain number 


of points the first year boys can 


learn a Camp Wilkie monogram; se¢ 


ond year boys a Camp Wilkie pen 
nant, third year boys a Camp Wilkie 
fob, and fourth year boys a Camp 
Wilkie wall plaque. When I speak 
of second, third or fourth year boys 
I mean that the boys have attended 
that mary years. We have several 
in camp who have been here from 
five to seven years either as a boy 
or a leader. 

Some of the educational features 
are Location of principal consiella 
tions, identification of shells, fish 
and leaves, how to cure and detect 
poison oak, first aid, map drawing, 
wood craft, eté These alone are 
almost enough to occupy the boys 


The boys are allowed a_ certain 


amount of self-government; they 
have a mayor, chief of police, com

trict attorney, all elected from 
among the older boys and by the 
boys themselves. The camp duties 
such as washing dishes, wait 


tables, and cleaning up camp 
grounds are done by different tent 
each day assigned by the commi 
sioners. In this way the work 
evenly divided. 

The officers are as follow Sear 
Hazen of Chino mayor; Arthur Wi 
lett of Anaheim, commissioner on 
sanitation; Maurice Harper, Ontario, 
ommissioner on water and _ fuel 
Paul Plaven of Santa Ana, chief of 
police; Raymond Beebe, Santa Ana, 
distiret attorney. One quite instruct 
ive and certainly amusing part of 
camp life is the court. E. M. Brown, 
county secretary of Orange county, 
has acted so far quite ably as judge, 
although there are times when his 
judicial gravity fails to be enough 
for him to keep a serious face. The 
latest case was that of Carlos “Care- 
less” Jacobs for shooting off a 22 
blank pistol against the rules, with 
intent to kill “time.” For that he 
was sentenced to peel 25 potatoes 
for the cook.

the box below and come down on 
the lemons, and then be pulled 
across before being picked up 

We use low, narrow wagons that 
are easily loaded and that can be 
taken into the groves with little 
damage to the trees, and the lem 
ons are taken directly to the pack 
ing house on these wagon with 
but one handling 

It is very important that the 
picking should be done. at the 
right time, and the interval between 
pickings should be varied to. suit 
the weather conditions at different 
times of the year. During the time 
of year when rains are apt to. of 
cur a special effort should be made 
to have the picking closely kept up 

Some growers have an idea that 
it pays to let the lemon grow 
large in order to get great quan 
tity, but this is usually an economi 
waste, both in the growing and mar 
keting, for the energy of the tree 
is expended in growing fruit that 
is of poorer keeping quality than 
that which is picked when the proper 
size, and it is also an off size that 
is not wanted, being sold at a di 
count. Pooling arrangements should 
pass this loss on to the grower who 
is responsible. 

tl is a mistake to leave small yel 
low ripe lemons on the tree, try 
ing to force them up to the regular
